Massachusetts voters sent 
the Legislature, the business 
community and environmen¬ 
talists a powerful message in 
the November 2nd election — 
they want more jobs. 

Nowhere was this better il¬ 
lustrated than in voter en¬ 
dorsement of little noted 
Question 8 tucked way down 
near the bottom of the 
referendum list — asking 
nonbinding advice on whether 
the Commonwealth should 
have an oil refinery and a 
deep water port to serve it. 

This relatively non- 
controversia 1, under¬ 
publicized question was 
favored by a near 2-1 margin, 
and, along with results of 
most other ballot questions, 
was strikingly indicative of 
voter sentiment in this state 
this year as regards the need 
for jobs. Question 8 was ap¬ 
proved by 1,249,904 while 
799,093 were against. 

Making this approval all 
the more remarkable was 
that it bucked the trend of 
“no” votes on five of the six 
major questions as the public 
balked at the prospect of 
drastic and/or radical 
changes. Historical, until 
this year, voters voted “yes” 
on these questions — since 
1968, of 25 referendum 
questions placed on the 
ballot, the “yes” vote 
prevailed on 22, usually by 
onesided margins. The tur¬ 
naround this year, with the 
preponderance of “no” votes, 
could, but didn’t, spell trou¬ 
ble for the oil refinery ques¬ 
tion. 


What this proves anew is 
the sophistication of the Bay 
State voter. On the oil 
refinery question, they made 
a solid and sensible choice 
without benefit of massive 
media or advertising persua¬ 
sion — responding only to the 
gut realization that a “yes” 
vote, in this instance, means 
jobs and a better economy. 

And indeed they are on 
target. Right at this moment, 
quietly and behind the 
scenes, at least two inter¬ 
national consortiums are 
weighing the merits of 
building a billion dollar oil 
refinery in Massachusetts. 
State and Federal officials 
are pulling out all the stops to 
insure a go-ahead — and this 
“yes” vote by the electorate 
on the oil refinery issue can't 
help but have a strong and 
favorable impact. 

What would a billion dollar 
oil refinery mean to 
Massachusetts and New 
England? Our experts tell us 
that this sum would “roll 
over” some 10 times in five 
years — a “roll over” which 
would be dollars spent for 
jobs and payrolls, for equip¬ 
ment, supplies and, more im¬ 
portantly, insure the six-state 
region a guaranteed supply of 
oil for a minimum 20 years. 
This oil, in all probability, 
would be at better prices vis 
a vis prices elsewhere than 
New England could hope to 
get otherwise. 

The balloting proved con¬ 
clusively that jobs and money 
remain major issues in 
Massachusetts — a condition 
unquestionably impacted by 


the fact the unemployment 
rate hovers around the 8 per¬ 
cent mark. 

The surprise of the election 
was that this bread-and- 
butter fact of life was il¬ 
lustrated so graphically by 
the vote on the oil refinery 
question. So far as can be 
determined, there was 
minimal editorial attention 
given this question and none 
of the $3-million spent on 
referendum question adver¬ 
tising — yet Massachusetts 
voters zeroed in on this ques¬ 
tion near the bottom of the 
list to proclaim, loudly: “We 
want jobs!” 

Almost predictably, 
however, this is a message 
that will be lost totally on the 
environmentalists when and 
as a decision is reached on 
where to construct an oil 
refinery. At least one 
municipality already, via the 
referendum route, has 
okayed the building of an oil 
refinery within its borders — 
but when the hard question of 
building* comes the en¬ 
vironmentalists will crawl 
from the woodwork in opposi¬ 
tion. 

On this issue, the evidence 
suggests, they are doomed to 
lost — the benefits will be so 
overwhelming, not only for 
Massachusetts but New 
England that unprecedented 
support for an oil refinery is 
guaranteed. This involves the 
highest figures in state and 
national government here, 
coupled with a predictable 
ground-swell of public sup¬ 
port based upon the referen¬ 
dum results. Business and

"Get Westman" 
Councilors 
Will iewer Give Up 

A series of moves by certain of the Town Concilmen have 
convinced us that they will continue to harass Town Manager 
James Westman in one way or another in their attempt to 
drive him from office. 

Councilors Moreno, Davilli, Rheault and Barnes rhetorical 
as they may be; have failed in repeated attempts by Council 
action to have the Manager fired or discredited and they now 
have focused their attention on the Town Charter. Their ef¬ 
forts to down-grade the Charter have been aided and abetted 
by the so-called “Citizens for Good Government,” a group 
which has sponsored two referendum petitions within the past 
six months. 

We do not question the right of any individual or group to 
initiate petitions; however, in doing so, we believe that it is 
incumbent upon them to state the reason for the petition and 
that the reason be substantiated with accurate facts. 

Individual voters, in the most recent petition on 
reorganization, were led to believe that the cost of the 
Manager’s reorganization plan approved by the Council ma¬ 
jority, would cost as much as $100,000. This is false, and not 
one of the “Citizens for Good Government” are in a position 
to prove what they have been saying. They are not worthy of 
the name that they have selected. 

Anthony Saracino, chairman of the group, along with two of 
its other officers were strong supporters and endorsers of 
political ads for Moreno in the past town election. 

Councilors Moreno and Davilli did not abide by the majori 
ty vote of the Council and aided in the circulation of the peti¬ 
tion. 

Having failed in their petition attempts, they then vented 
their fury on the contents of the Charter, as evidenced by the 
remarks of Councilman Barnes that, “the people have been 
once again disinfranchised by Mr. Gallano’s Charter” and 
“that the events of the past week will serve to make the split 
wide on the Council, to cut deeper, and the flow of blood 
redder.” Mr. Saracino’s comment was that “the Charter isn’t 
worth the paper it’s printed on.” 

Barnes conveniently omits the fact that the Charter Com¬ 
mission was composed of, not one but nine elected in¬ 
dividuals, who labored for a full year to give Agawam a 
Charter which has been described by the Massachusetts 
Department of Community Affairs as “inovative, bold, new 
and forward looking." WBZ, New England’s largest radio and

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television station, in its editorial stated that “the Agawam 
Charter Commission and its consultants have made a real 
break-through in the town government reform movement in 
Massachusetts.” 

Fortunately for Agawam, Moreno, Barnes, etc. cannot 
manipulate the Charter or the administrative branch of the 
town government to suit their own ends. Therein lie their 
frustrations. 

Moreno, Barnes, Rheault and Davilli, assisted by the of¬ 
ficers of the “Citizens for Good Government,” have in their 
anxiety to “get Westman,” lost their sense of values and the 
purpose for which they were elected. 

In a previous editorial, we stated that we were not opposed 
to the petition to seek some improvements in the present 
Charter; after all, the Federal and State Constitutions have 
been amended from time to time and it is reasonable to 
assume that our Charter is not perfect, nor is anything else. 

We have in the past, taken the position that some areas of 
possible change could be proposed for voter consideration, 
such as reducing the number of Councilmen, instituting a 
recall petition, etc. 

When the original petition (in 1970) to reform the 
Selectmen-Town Meeting government was circulated, it 
specifically informed the signers that it was proposing a 
manager form of government. The charter petition by the 
“Citizens for Good Government” failed to state reasons for a 
change. 


Because of past events contrived by the Council dissidents, 
we are willing to speculate that if this group (C.F G.G.) gains 
controll of the new Charter Commission, to be elected in 1977, 
it will do all it can to replace the present form of govern¬ 
ment with a Mayor or so weaken the present strong Manager 
form, as to make it wholly ineffective. 

It is unfortunate that divisiveness has existed on the Coun¬ 
cil since its inception. The election of Moreno and Davilli 
last year, only added to the problems. They were undoubtedly 
welcomed with open arms by Barnes and Rheault. 

Councilman Barnes’ failure to be elected Council President 
on three different occasions only added fuel to the fire. 
Perhaps a partial solution would be to elect him Council 
President in January 1977. But then, what about Moreno, 
Rheault and Davilli? We don’t know! Perhaps the voters will 
have the solution in next fall’s election. After all, none of the 
above were really swept into office. Barnes and Rheault 
defeated an unknown newcomer by the small margin of 71 
and 67 votes, respectively. Davilli won her seat by the slim 
margin of 32 votes and Moreno by 71. None of the above were 
given an overwhelming mandate by the voters. Certainly not 
one that entitles them to act like they do. 

Unless we are musjudging the voters’ attitudes, we believe 
that they have had enough of petitions, Civil service, C.B. 
radios, censures, votes to remove the Manager court cases 
etc.

Kissinger can relax 


The election has produced a 
reaction around the world that 
might best be summed up like 
this: For better or for worse, the 
“Kissinger era" in U.S. foreign 
policy is coming to an end. 

The certainty of Henry Kissin¬ 
ger’s departure as secretary of 
state tends to overshadow the 
uncertainty which foreign lead¬ 
ers are sure to feel about the ad¬ 
vent of a President Jimmy Car¬ 
ter. The former governor of 
Georgia did none of the foreign 
traveling that often precedes a 
bid for the presidency. Some of 
our oldest and closest allies, as 
well as our adversaries on the in¬ 
ternational scene, probably 
know less about Mr. Carter than 
they have known about any new 
U.S. president since Harry Tru¬ 
man took office in 1945. 

The recent campaign, howev¬ 
er, has told them that a Carter 
foreign policy is not likely to dif¬ 
fer in its general aims from that 
of the Nixon-Ford years. Mr. 
Carter approved of the global 
policy that former President 
Nixon put into place — a new re¬ 
lationship with mainland China, 
accompanied by detente with the 
Soviet Union and a pursuit of 
arms limitation agreements. His 
criticism was aimed mainly at 
“deception, secrecy and drift" in 
the way foreign policy was con¬ 
ducted, and a lack of “morality” 
in our relations with countries 
under authoritarian or repres¬ 
sive governments. 


As a diplomat-negotiator given 
a loose rein by two presidents, 
Mr. Kissinger has taken more 
credit and blame for develop¬ 
ments in our foreign policy than 
usually flows to a presidential 
adviser or secretary of state. In¬ 
deed, the Ronald Reagan pri¬ 
mary campaign that may have 
contributed to Mr. Ford’s defeat 
at times seemed to be aimed 
more at Mr. Kissinger than at 
the President. 

Statesmen abroad who know 
Mr. Kissinger well may have 
mixed feelings today. Arab lead¬ 
ers who think the United States 
has been too pro-Israel in its 
Middle East policy say they are 
glad to see Mr. Kissinger go. 
Ironically, the same sentiment 
has been expressed in Israel, 
where Mr. Kissinger’s stock had 
fallen after the 1975 Sinai agree¬ 
ment with Egypt. 

That there should be continu¬ 
ity in our foreign policy despite a 
change of administration is all to 
the good. Mr. Carter’s choice of 
a secretary of state is likely to 
come from among foreign policy 
experts who went into official 
exile during the last eight years 
and have been among his cam¬ 
paign advisers. 

An indication of whether Mr. 
Carter will be as forceful in his 
conduct of foreign policy as he 
hopes to be will come early when 
he begins to present his pro¬ 
grams to Congress. In recent 


years Congress has continued to 
encroach on what has tradition¬ 
ally been the executive branch’s 
foreign affairs turf. It may con¬ 
tinue to do so with Mr. Carter. 

As a neophyte in foreign af¬ 
fairs, Mr. Carter may have 
much to learn about the day-to- 
day conduct of diplomacy, just 
as our friends and foes abroad 
have much to learn about him. 
That he will find another Henry 


Jimmy Carter walked a tight¬ 
rope in his first press conference 
as president-elect — very skill¬ 
fully. 

As Mr. Carter so carefully 
pointed out in response to a ques¬ 
tion about the possibility of an 
increase in oil prices, he is not 
the president yet. He does not 
have the responsibility of the of¬ 
fice and cannot do anything 
about oil prices or anything else. 

His response to the question 
was a nice touch and in keeping 
with the tone of his other re¬ 
marks. He carefully avoided 
most specifics, saying that he 
wants to get his feet under him 
first — although we think that he 
has yet to clarify his exact posi- 


Kissinger to serve as a globe¬ 
trotting minister juggling vari¬ 
ous issues of national security 
and foreign policy is doubtful, 
but from what we know of Mr. 
Carter, that’s not what he’s look¬ 
ing for. 

Nevertheless, the need for 
continuity of foreign policy is 
such that the Kissinger influence 
will linger on, whatever its name 
in the Carter administration. 


tion in regard to Yugoslavia. He 
was not entirely clear on what 
would happen to detente if Yugo¬ 
slavia were invaded. 

But there will be time for that 
when Mr. Carter takes office and 
assumes the responsibilities that 
go with it. 

At the conference, he was sen¬ 
sitive to the emotions of Presi¬ 
dent Ford, deferential and hum¬ 
ble in attitude and open in his de¬ 
sire for unity and cooperation in 
the United States. 

He is entitled to support from 
all Americans as he undertakes 
the arduous tasks that he faces 
when he takes the oath of office 
in January.

THE LEGAL WAY 

Job discrimination 
is forbidden now

Time was when an employ¬ 
er had the complete and final 
say about whom he hired and 
on what terms. But legisla¬ 
tion in recent years has 
eroded much of the employ¬ 
er’s discretion in hiring. 

Q. I own a small business 
which employs 10 people. 
Who I hire, male or female, to 
do a certain job is my busi¬ 
ness. Now I hear yells about 
civil rights and discrimina¬ 
tion when I hire a male. May¬ 
be a female could do the job, 
but I happen to believe a male 
can do it better. 

Just where does the U.S. 
constitutional authority come 
from to back up laws that tell 
me how to run my own free 
enterprise business? 

A. The origin of civil rights 
is found in Amendment 14, 
Sec. 1 (1868) of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. Specifically, it is in 
the clauses covering privi¬ 
leges, immunities and due 
process: “...nor shall any 
state deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property with¬ 
out due process of law; nor 
deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protec¬ 
tion of the law.” 

From this constitutional 
authority, Congress enacted 
the Civil Rights Acts (23 USC 
Sec. 1343) and the states 
amended their constitutions. 


Federal and state courts have 
interpreted this legislation 
with the intent to prevent dis¬ 
crimination by reason of 
race, religion or sex (171 ALR 
925). 


Q. Six weeks ago one of our 
apartment tenants disap¬ 
peared, leaving some clothes, 
a suitcase and a few utensils. 
We hold a security deposit of 
half a month’s rent, but this 
fellow owed us two months’ 
rent. Can we sell his posses¬ 
sions and apply the proceeds 
to the rent he owes? We live 
in Arizona. 

A. The law, generally in all 
states, says money held as 
prepaid rent and security 
may be applied to payment of 
accrued rent. It also may be 
applied to cover damages 
suffered by the landlord be¬ 
cause of the tenant’s noncom¬ 
pliance with the rental agree¬ 
ment. 

If you know the tenant’s ad¬ 
dress, you are obligated by 
law to write him within 14 
days and itemize what he 
owes you (ARS 33-1341). 

The law says you have a 
lien on his personal property, 
which you may sell and apply 
the proceeds to the balance 
owed (ARS 33-361). See your 
local justice of the peace 
about legal procedures for 
selling this property.

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Q. I’m retired on Social Se¬ 
curity. I gave a broker a con¬ 
tract to sell my home valued 
at $40,000. He came up with a 
buyer, but he can pay only 
$250 down and $300 a month. I 
refused to sign the sale 
agreement because I need at 
least 10 per cent down pay¬ 
ment. 

Now the broker says he will 
sue me for his commission. 
What are his chances of mak¬ 
ing me pay? I live in New 
Jersey. 

A. The law in New Jersey 
(74 N.J. Super 185) says: 
“When under a written 
agreement he (the broker) 
produces a purchaser able 
and willing to purchase on 
terms • satisfactory to the 
owner,” he has earned his 
commission. 

The Legal Way has re¬ 
ceived similar letters recent¬ 
ly from Arkansas, North Da¬ 
kota, Oklahoma and Minne¬ 
sota, and in all cases the cri¬ 
terion of broker performance 
is whether he fulfilled the 
terms of his agreement with 
the owner. 

Generally, this is the pro¬ 
ducing of a purchaser who is 
ready, willing and able to 
purchase on the terms stipu¬ 
lated in the listing contract, 
or on other terms acceptable 
to the owner. 


You may write, with no 
charge, for only what the law 
says about your legal prob¬ 
lem in care of this newspaper 
to E. J. Demson, Copley 
News Service.

Home financing 
plans being updated 


By JAMES M. WOODARD

We are about to experience 
a major reform in the home 
mortgage market. New loan 
types and concepts will soon 
replace the conventional 
mortgage loan instrument we 
have used for the past 40 
years. 

This is the view of an in¬ 
creasing number of econo¬ 
mists and mortgage loan ex¬ 
ecutives. We live in an un¬ 
precedented economic 
climate, calling for bold new 
home financing techniques 
keyed to the needs of today’s 
home buyers. 

“The goal of owning a home 
is a cruel mirage for far too 
many families in America to¬ 
day because inflation is push¬ 
ing up home prices and inter¬ 
est rates faster than family 
income,” this writer was told 
by Dr. David L. Smith, senior 


vice president and chief 
economist for Glendale Fed¬ 
eral Savings, the country’s 
second largest federally 
chartered savings and loan 
association. 

“A great many families are 
being priced out of the hous¬ 
ing market altogether, pri¬ 
marily because the conven¬ 
tional mortgage loan limits 
the amount of house a family 
can buy to the current family 
income — even though they 
may live in the house for 
many years. 

“Today’s conventional 
mortgage does not meet the 
needs of either the borrower 
or lender in an inflationary 
economy,” he said. “The 
mortgage instrument must 
be changed so that it is more 
responsive to the needs of in¬ 
dividual borrowers.” 

The graduated payment 
mortgage is one new plan 


cited by Smith as meeting the 
special needs of many home 
buyers in today’s market. 
The payments would start at 
a low level and gradually rise 
at a predetermined rate, 
making it particularly at¬ 
tractive to young families 
buying their first home. 

For the seasoned home 
buyer, the reverse annuity 
mortgage might be a viable 
answer to current needs, en¬ 
abling retired couples to use 
the equity in their home and 
live in it at the same time. 

Very briefly, it works this 
way: The lender pays the 
borrower a fixed annuity, 
based on a percentage of the 
property’s current value. The 
annuitant would not be re¬ 
quired to repay the loan until 
his demise, at which time the 
loan would be paid through 
probate.

Q. I’m being transferred to 
another city. How much of 
my costs for house-hunting 
and temporary accommoda¬ 
tions is tax deductible? 

A. All those costs are now 
probably deductible for you. 
The new tax law has ex¬ 
panded these tax breaks. In 
fact, the maximum allowed 
deduction for these costs has 
been raised to $1,500 — a 50 
per cent boost over the previ¬ 
ous maximum. 

Be sure to check with your 
own accountant or tax con¬ 
sultant to determine your 
eligibility for these and other 
related deductions. 

Q. What is a “floor heating 
system” in a home? 

A. This is a relatively new 
building system that heats a 
home without heating ducts. 
Warm air flows in “crawl 
space” under the floor. De¬ 
velopers say it delivers sub¬ 
stantial savings- in heating 
costs.

April 1 in each calendar year. 

An Ordinance authorizing 
removal of vehicles interfer¬ 
ing with clearance of snow 
and ice. 

Pursuant to General Laws, 
Chapter 40, Section 21 (16), 
the Superintendent of Public 
Works or any other officer 
having charge of ways, is 
hereby authorized, for the 
purpose of plowing and 
removing snow and ice from 
any way, to remove or cause 
to be removed to some con¬ 
venient place, including in 
such term a public garage, 
any vehicle interfering with 
such work, and for imposing 
liability for the cost not to ex¬ 
ceed those rates set by the 
Department of Public 
Utilities of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
of such removal, and the 
storage charges, if any not to 
exceed those rates set by the 
Department of Public 
Utilities of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Mass, resulting 
therefrom, upon the owner of 
such vehicle. 

An Ordinance to prohibit 
the parking of vehicles during 
the period of November 17 
thru April 1 in each calendar 
year. 

Parking of vehicles on 
streets and ways located 
within the Town shall be 
prohibited on that side of any 
public way where any 
building is designated with an 
odd number from November 
15, thru April 1 in each calen¬ 
dar year.

An Ordinance to control 
the parking of vehicles in 
emergencies. 

If the accumulation of 
snow and ice on the public 
ways of the Town causes or 
results in the parking of 
vehicles that may impede or 
prevent the passage of 
emergency service vehicles 
or police department 
vehicles, so as to interfere 
with the protection of the 
property, health and lives of 
the people, a state of 
emergency shall exist, and 
the Town Manager, by 
declaration issued to all local 
radio and television stations, 
shall make known that the 
aforesaid conditions exist 
and shall declare that a state 
of emergency exists.

The Gallup Poll,probably the most respected, missed 
by forecasting President Ford ahead by one point in 
its last pre-election poll. The Harris Poll, once sus¬ 
pect but of late recouping its reputation, never reported 
a Ford lead but its last poll showed the two presiden¬ 
tial candidates virtually even. 

Burns-Roper reported a four-point Jimmy Carter lead 
—very close to the mark. Yet the sample taken for that 
forecast was very limited. So in close elections, the 
polls can’t lx? depended upon. 

Nevertheless, they're a very good guide, and in elec¬ 
tions which are not close, they're almost invariably 
correct. 


Congress, 1977 


The 95th Congress, convening in January, is to be 
little changed from the 94th. The strength of the par¬ 
ties in House and Senate remains almost exactly what 
it was. Senate seats iire likely to be 62-38 ;md House 
seats 291-144, Democratic. 

But the new Congress will have a Democratic Presi¬ 
dent and therefore no excuse not to perform. No longer 
will vetoes by a President of another party stifle its 
tendency—for better or worse. 

Many Americans now expect reforms, waste elimina¬ 
tion, high moral leadership, new policies and new do¬ 
mestic programs. They want all this without excessive 
spending, rising inflation and dreamworld projects. 
It’s a tall order. 

The President intends to carry out his promises; 
Congress is the only possible stumbling block. How 
much the 95th cooperates with Mr. Carter will deter¬ 
mine how much of the Carter philosophy the American 
people get these next two years.

Economists seem in general agreement that the eco¬ 
nomic news in 1977 should be good. The pause, which 
slowed the recovery this year, was caused by Federal 
Reserve policies aimed at cheeking inflation. The 
FRB has recently relaxed restraints.

To give shaping an assist, \ 
interface upper collar section. This is opposite to the S* 
usual method. All other styles are interfaced on the 
undercollar. ^ 

After interfacing, stitching and trimming, turn and 
press. With iron, gently push upper collar slightly over 
outer seam edge. This prevents under collar from show¬ 
ing. With the upper side topmost, shape the collar over 
your hand, pinning along the roll just above neck edge. 
Baste neck edges together just as they fall. They won’t 
match exactly, but that’s okay.

To give a Mandarin collar sufficient body to really 
stand up, interface with lamb’s wool or Thermolam. 
This also adds a slight bit of softness, preventing the 
collar from looking too crisp and skimpy. 

When applying the standing collar, slip small 
notches from the neckline seam allowances after bast¬ 
ing it to the garment. A notched seam allowance pro¬ 
vides “give” to the collar fabric, which is cut on the 
straight grain, and permits the collar and the neckline 
of the dress to blend well together. You want a precise, 
clean-looking seamline at the neck edging.
